LONG JI¥, THE TIE-SPLITTER.

It Is doubtfal whether & more torrible
or sgonizing pomiton can ba concelved
for a humsn belng (han to bo compassed
around by fire, evory avenue of eseape
barred by the devonring element, and
nothing ahead but the horrible certalaty
of belng ronsted alive, more or less elow-
Iy nccording to the natare of the sur-
roucdinge. One generally sssoclates the
Idea of the most fatal and hopeless con-
fiagrations with baildlngs; but franght as
the burniog of & large hotel or theatre
may be with desperate situatlon, there
are cocaslonal Initances In the free air
and under the open canopy of heaven
which may match any fiery ordeal ever
bounded by four walls. Nor have we to
look #o far an tho broad plalns of Texas
or Ila ndjacent territories for Instances
like these. Californla sometimes sup-
plles sltuations which, while they may
Iack the grandeur of dramatlc breadth
of the pralrle fire, with lta herds of
flaelng buffaloes, it lesgaes of blazing
grosses, and lta desperate horaemen,
nevertheliss Involve conditions of terror
and perll comparable, within clicom-
noribed limits, to thome evoked by the red
demon of the prairle.

The north of the Guoalola river, which
divides Sonoma from Mendecino county,
Is one of the princlpal logglog centers of
the atate. Thoe high blafla overhanglng
the atream on elther side merge, in toelr
turn into steep alopes, reaching back into
Interlor altitudes covered with red wood
fureats, and In many places rendered al.
moat impasaible by thick undergrowth or
brach known In the vernscular by the
generle term chaparral,

Une sultry afternoon, not many sum-
mers ago, the lodgers snd mill bands In
Harmon's mllls were taking thefr ous-
tomary noontide hour of rest before re-
sumipg wort, The mill and cablos
whers the men llve are built npon some
more than uenally level bench laud shelv-
fug from the river bank, while above and
beyond the country alopes awey into can-
ons snd mountsin ranges more or less
denuded of timber In proportion to thelr
noceastbility, and here and there, cover-
¢d in traots sometlmes of many bundred
aores in extent, with dense shrub growth
and chaparral throngh which the way-
farer has to work a slow and tortuous
passage, keeplng in vlew the general
direction he desires to travel in, and
pushing his way botween or around the
clampa or masses of brush as bost he can.
Now and again bare patches of a few
roda lo extent break the monoteny of the
wilderness of chaparral; but these are the
exceptlons, and not the rule,

‘““Mighty hot day,” remarked Tom
Briggs, as he got up from his reclining
position, In which he, with half a dozen
more of the mill-hands, was In the hablt
of taklng hls after-dlonner ‘‘lay-off” on
the shady elde of the dinilng shsniy
“*Goln' to hev a purty tough time shakln’
them bhlg logs cuten Little Creek canyon,
4 guseo, Mout's well hitch up them
bulls an’ be done with it, though,” he
added philosophically, knocklog the
ashen out of his pipe and stretching bim-
self preparatory to takiog his departure.

“Seems to me this heat ain’t natural,”
put in Long Jim, the tle-splitter,
*‘There's n sort o' stifls in the alr, too,
that don’t seem to smell right.”

“Look up yar!" exclalmed Humpy
Dlck, pointing up the slope In fron:;
‘‘d'ye mee that glimmer in the air? 1'lt
bet that's fire.”

The woras had scarcely left his month
when annother logger jolned the group.

“‘Boys,"” he oxild hurrledly, *'Little
Oreek Csnon's afire. Ef ruthin’ aln’t
done mighty quick, we'll lose a terrible
pile o' wood, to say nothin' o' the stanin’
timbor ef she spreads to the back
ranges.”

The camp was soon In commotion
throoghout its length and breadih, Par-
tles wers speedily orgenlzad and set o ff
in different direcilons to ‘*h ad off " the
firo snd mirest I's progress atall the
strateglc points in the neighborhocd.
Tom Briggs, the bull-whacker, Long
Jim, the tle-aplitter, and Humpy D.ck,
the logger, formed the membeira of cne
party that started up the right bank of
the eancn, The bank was almost de-
puded of trees, but thlckly covered with
brusb, throngh which the flames were
now raecning rlot, but steadlly mov-
ing onward and uwpward. Sud.
denly an exclamation from Hompy Dick
caused the party to look In the direction
towards which he poinoted. There, nut
five hundred yards ahead of them, but
lower down the slope, conld be eeen the
thinly clad figure of an Indlan girl, with
something In her arms, frantically trying
to make her way up the steep slde of the
canon to » point which would be oat of
resch of the advavolng flames.

Whather it was that the glel did not
hear the advice glven her by the wood-
men, who were now themselves maklog
the best of their way throogh the chsp-
arral, above the track of the Hiames, or
whether she cousldered that the safer
course Iny In gettlng to » pusition; like
theirs, above the fire, it was Impcssible
to tell, The only thing certaln was that
the poor creature, who was madly trylng
to steer her way through nnd around the
compact masses of brurh wherever op-
portunity offered, would never be able to
reach a point of safety by followlog a dl
agonal coupled with au uvphlll couree.
Had she kept stralght wp the canyon,
trusting to the wooderaft of the loggers to
tead the flames, she might possibly held
her own In the raoe for life; but aa it
wen, with every yard she progressed the
lsmes were steadily snd surely galning
on her,

By this time, by slmcst superboman
exertions, the loggers had gained s polnt
nesrly abreast of the front itne of the ad-
vanclog ficry column, Half a mile b.-
low them, st the bottom of the canon,
they saw and halled snother party of
thelr comrades, who were preparing to
lire the chapparral In front of the mass
slready burnt-—employing the old tactics
of wtopplog the fire by depriving
it of foul, wt the same tlme keeplug
the wpewly fired brush well in
hand, by pottiog It oot sfter It had
ron i fow yarde, Loss than two bon-
ired yards below them was poor Indlau
Meg, now dezed and blinded by the
hesvy, rolling, dense blue smoke from
the burning brosh scarcely fifty yarde
behlud her, hogglng bher baby to her
breast, aud roshipg almleesly blther 1 nd
thither smong tha masses of chapareal
she could po longer see her way out of,
hat atill unthiog 1o her almcat super-
homan efforis to sacape,

“Darn me U I k'nastand that!” ahont.
¢d Long Jim with sn oath, makivg «

dash, hatchet In hacd, for a dense thike
some fifty fest In advance of
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the ceackliog flsmen, *'Follow me, pards,
an' senof wo oant got to Indlan Meg afore
the fire, Born the swil right ahead o'
ya. Let the hull doroed eanon go to
blazee.” And 8> eaying, the woodman
disappesred with s abonnd smong the
blinding smoke, His comrades were not
slow to follow him,

A quarter of an hoor Iater, when the
party which was beating out tne fire from
the bottom of the canon wup the slope
eama upon one of thoss little apen areas,
or blue patches, which ocour at Intorvals
among the chaparral, they encounted a
ro rowfal spictacle.

They osme npon the ocharred

Iglvg face down upon the ground,
every vestlge of scanty elothing barned
awsyr Benidea her stocd Long Jim, his
tace thecolor of eharconl, not a halr of
hisbeard or on his soalp lefe, his shirt
asod overalls In blackened tatters, his
boots yellow and cracked, his hands and
arms blistered to a jelly, but nevertheless
holdlog Meg's baby, which smiled mer-
rily apon the sarrounding group.

“'T was too late," said Long Jim, In ex-
planation, “‘to save the poor celtter. The
flames hed paseed over her afore I come,
Thar she wur, jost as yo see her ncw,
but the papoore was befow her, an’ she
dled keeping off the smoke from its littie
lungs,”

It was only an Indian tquaw burned
aud an Indiaa baby saved; 1¢ was only &
handful of rongh woodmen engagsd In
fighting s few hundred sorea of burnlng
brush upon a Mendocino hlllslde; bot 1t
may be doubted whether the maternal in-
stinot could have been more forelbly exhib-
lted by any reprosentative of the more
clvlilzod raoes, or whether more disinter-
eated herolsm ¢ruld have been shown in
firo or battle than on this occaslon by a
slmple logger of the Gualala In an «fort
to save an lodlan woman and her baby.
